Realmes: We hereupon taking into Our tender and Paincely conſideration, the ſpeedy refoz- 
mation ofſuch ſo enoꝛmious milchickes and intonueniences, and talling to mind that ſundzy the 
chiefe Landlo2ds of the lands and poſſeſſions next adiopning to the frontiers of Our laid two 
Kingdomes,were contented to vndertake to Dur late Father of bleſſed memozy, That their 
Tenants vnder them, ſhould be anlwerable to Our Lawes, fo any Felonte oz other Capitall 
crime they ſhall be charged with and if the partie oz parties delinquent ſhould happen to ſlie be⸗ 
foze he oz they ſhould be appzehended,and the partie grieued ſhould by courſe of Law indict and 
tonuict the partie oꝛ parties delinquent ot the ſaid Felonte oꝛ Felonies; that then the ſaid Land- 
loꝛd to whom the foꝛfeiture of ſuch partie oz parties conuicted ſhould accrue, ſhould make re- 
ſtitutian to the partie grieued ol luch goods as were ſtollen from him by the laid partie oz parties 
tonuicted, by the ſight of two Juſtites of Peace of the ſaid County where the ſald Felonte 


was committed, to be indifferently choſen by the ſaid party grieued, and the ſaid Landlozd; 
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The ſaid Landloꝛd being lawfully authoꝛtsed by himſelfe, his Officers # Seruants to ſearch ko: 

t to appꝛehend any Felons, Fugitiues, Receito2s, Abettoꝛs, Out putters, 02 any other ſuſpected 
ptrlons ſetretly lurking, remaining o2 being within the laid Landlozds bounds o2limitts , and 
him oz them to bzing and make anſwerable to the ſeuerall Tawes of Our ſaid Kingdomes; Of 
which laid vudertaking wee well appꝛooue; and by this Our Pꝛotlamation doe ſtraitly charge 
and command, all chiefe Landlozdsin the Counties of Cumberland and Northumberland, Whomit 
may in any ſoꝛt concerne, to put the ſame in execution to the vttermoſt of their power; And 
hereby accozdingly giuing them, their Officers and leruants, full and abſolute power and au⸗ 
thozity to ſearch foꝛ all manner of Felons, Fugitines, Outlawes, Receitozs, Abettozs, Out⸗ 
putters, oꝛ any other vnknowne oz lulpected perſons ſecretly lurking, remaining, 02 being 
within euery oꝛ any of the laid ſeuerall chiefe Landloꝛds bounds oz limitts, and them to appze- 
hend and make anlwerable to the ſenerall L:wes of Our ſaid Kingdomes, 

And we doe hereby further fo2bid, fozewarne, and ſtraitly charge and command all and 
all manner of perſons, inhabiting any where within Tenne Miles of the ſaid Ontbounds and 
frontiers of either of Dur ſaid kingdomes, to fozbeare to harbour, receine, entertaine oz reliene 
any Felon, Fugitine, Outlaw, vuknowne oz ſuſpectedperſon, wherein if any bee diſconered 10 
offend after the Feaſt of the Annunciation of the bleſſed Uirgin Mary next enſuing, we Will and 
command all and ſinguler the laid chieke Landlozds, their Officers and Sernants, foꝛthwith to 
appꝛehend all ſuch offendozs, in whole ſeuerall bounds oz limitts they inhabite, and them to 
pꝛeſent to the next Puſtice of Peace of the County where they (hall be appꝛehended, whom 
wee ſtraitly charge and command inſtantly tocommit them tothe next Gaole, there to remaine 
without Baile o2 Mainepꝛize, vntill the partie oz parties ſo harboured, reteiued, entertained oz 
relieued, doe peeld themlelues to be bꝛought fo2th and perſonally appeare befoze the Seate of 
Juſtice, to anſwere and abide their Tryalls foz ſuch their Offences, as on Our behalfe they ſhall 
be charged with, accozding to the ſenerall Lawes of Our laid ſenerall Kingdomes.
